Report from Calcutta — Transactions of service — Cholera, plague, and. 
smallpox — Plague in India and Bengal. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Allan reports, March 31 and April 8: 

Week ended March 27. No transactions. 

Week ended April 3. Bill of health issued to the steamship Kabinga, 
bound for Philadelphia and New York with a total crew of 63, and to 
the steamship African Prince, bound for Boston and New York with 
a total crew of 30 and 6 passengers. The usual precautions were 
taken, holds fumigated, rat guards placed on wharf lines, and Asiatics' 
effects disinfected. The crew shipped in Calcutta in the steamship 
Kabinga were vaccinated. 

Week ended March 27. At Calcutta, 143 deaths from cholera, 61 
from plague, and 446 from smallpox; in Bengal, 466 cases and 412 
deaths from plague; in India, 6,059 cases and 5,035 deaths from 
plague.
